The dea'h of Albert Gallatin Talbott, 
w hicb occurred at the home of hie fount* 
wife'* relatives in Poiladelphia, Fridav, re* 
all* the hisiory of a man wbo was for a 
long tim* a prominent figure in the poll* 
ticte of tbi* dietrict. Beginning in 1849, 
when he was clioeen to represent Boyle in 
the constituti >nal convention, he was elec- 
ted to the legislature in 1851, to Congress 
in 1855 and in 1857, to the Htate Henate in 
1869 and to the Lower House again io 
1883. Tne letter waa hi* last public ear* 
vice, but since then he haa made a canva-s 
for the democratic nomination for Congress 
and eongbt the appointment of minister to 
Austria. He made lome of the most re 
m irkable canvasses ever known in this sec- 
tion and in a number of respect* was quite 
a remarkable man. For a man of hi* age, 
80 rears, he was unusually well preserved 
and rigorous both in mind and body. Hs 
was three times married, hi* first wife be- 
ing a Mis* Caldwell, his second a daughter 
of Gov O vsley and his last a Mias Wateon, 
of Philadelphia. Above all of his achieve- 
ments and t Sorts, his proposition for the 
general government to pay for the slaves 
and free them, made years be f ore the war, 
was the m <st fir seeing and commendable. 
Hid it been accepted war would have been 
averted, brother would not have met broth 
er in deadly conflict and the cost would 
have been much less than half that insur 
red by the resort to arms in *61
